• It was, indeod, a strnng-o sight to 
see one after another of tho ?.riinstoi-.s 
stand up and claim the syiii]).al'a.y of 
■ the House upon tho ground tliai riW 
the newspapoi-H of the coiuitiy v.'oio 
agiiiiist thoiu, that they wore iu Uio 
position of a Government without an 
organ, and tlioy couldn't pot fair play. 
Ministers, must strangely confound, 
' cause and effect. Why are tho news- 
papers opposed to tUora ? Bocaurfo 
public opinion is opposed to thorn. 
As the hon. mombor for Cowiehan 
deftly put it, the very fact which th;\v 
urged in their own defence constilutt s 
' the most convincing evidence againyt 
them; The public press exists on 
public opinion; and whenever it cnayos 
' to bo a true mirror of public opinion 
it dies. But it was scarcely correct 
for Ministers to say that all tho no^vs- 
papers were against thorn — that tlioy 
were left witliout an organ, that (licy 
were left witliout tho usual i hniiiiol 
tlu-ough which to keep themselves 
right bofoi-o tho public tiuviiig tho iv- 
ce.s3. There has been and is yot, if, 
peradventure, itstill lives, a newspaper 
on the hanlcs of the Fraser that h.as 
done its little best from first to last to 
stem the tide of public opinion which 
hag never ceased to roll in against the 
iMiiiistry. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that tho olTort bore a striking ro- 
semblanoe to that of tho old woinaii 
who, with a bi-oom, attempted to 
sweei) back the nurgiug waves of QUI 
Ocean. Still it is unland, it is un- 
grateful on the part of I\llnistors 
to T/hoUy ignore these efforts on tho 
part of their solo and most fitting 
organist.- We say "if it siill liv('H." 
because it has recently sulisidod imo 
a weekly (weakly) and is under, ood 
to bo fast approacliing dissolution. 
Only one paper out of tho five pub- 
lislikl in the Proviuco could bo got to 
defend the Ministry. All tho others 
live and, so far as we know, thrive. 
But the unfortunate one that had the 
Government all to itself is dyin;(.
